The crash of the falling roof was 


heard a, great distance away, and thou- 
sands of people hurried to the scene.

THE MANIA FOR GAMBLING. 


Stronger Now Than at Any Time

The fare banker conld not gamble un- 


less his patroas did so, th» lottery owner 
could not gamble if nobody bought his 
tickets, and tht bookmaker would not be 
IB a po»Stiou to carry on his business en- 
less hu customers accepted his odds. A 
logical eliiiifieation would include as 
gambler* th*«e OB both sides of the table 
—the fajo dealer an* the faro "punter," 
the buyer and tbe seller ef lottery tickets, 
the "bucket shop" keeper and the fre- 
quenter who buys stocks, grain or prod- 
uce of any kiad oa a margin. 


And one other distinction should also 


be made: There are "bucket shop" keep- 
ers who swindle their customers with 
great regularity, and there are bookmak- 
ers who default, as do bankers. The 
stock dealers and bookmakers who are 
guilty ef these practices are usually class- 
ed as gamblers, but in reality they are 
thieves. The word "gambler" means a 
man who gambles withont cheating or 
stealing. 


It is quite certain that there never 


was a time la tho history of civilisation 
when gambling was so prevalent among 
all classes of people as it is at present. 
In fact, many legitimate branches of 
business are tiered with the hue of spec- 
ulation. Bach persons as do not bet upon 
horse races er speculate in wheat er 
stocks gratify their gaming propensity by 
dabbling In real estate, in mining shares, 
in oil or other so called "business" enter- 
prises, the methods of which are nothing 
more nor less than variations of tbe rou- 
lette table. 


The styles of gambling are constantly 


changing. A hundred years ago gentle- 
men staked their money on various games 
with cards or dice, and extraordinary wa- 
gers were sometimes made on these 
games with popularity of which did not 
always depend upon their Intrinsic charm, 
but upon tae fact that men of a specula- 
tive tura of mled eeuld find no other con- 
venient fona ef hnard. 


The class of men who, during the last 


century, wagered thousands of pounds on 
the turn of a card or on the emptying of 
a dice box now -speculate on the stock or 
produce market and en horse racing, 
which at present vies with the Stock Ex- 
change for supremacy in the amount of 
money risked.—International Magazine.

have been brought to my attention, in 
the past few years to show that the 
voter does not always get the oor>or- 
tunity to exercise his citizenship, and 
there is,need for some radical legisla- 
tion on this point." 


"What do you propose to offer in 


i 
place of the, present system?" asked 
the reporter. 


"The bill which I intend to Introduce 


provides that when the assessors «o 
around on May 1 and make their in- 
quiries, the* shall also ask of each 
householder what his politics 
is— 


•whether he is a democrat, a republican 
or a socialist. 


"Of course this information may not 


be reliable, and it may vary somewhat 
•with the intentions of the. voter, but 
there is a further provision, and it is 
that about September 7 or thereabouts 
each, voter assessed shall be notified 
that he has been rated as a republican, 
a democrat or a socialist, as the case 
taiay be, and if he is not correctly re- 
ported by the assessors then he has a 
chance to place his poetics properly. 


"The registrars of voters in town* 


and cities shall after this infoimatlon 
is procured make up a list that can be 
used at the different caucuses, and if 
ft republican votes In a democratic 
CAUCUS or vice versa then he will have 
to pay the penalty for his indiscretion." 


"Da y»u intend to have the caucus of 


fleers appointed by party organiza- 
tions or by the city or town officials?" 


"The caucus officers should be the 


Same as the election officers, and in 
this way you will Tiave republican and 
democratic officials washing the cau- 
cus. The cit^ or town should i>ay the 
expenses of the«e caucuses, just the 
r>aT"- »« on »lwtlon (\»y. because then 
It will remove, from partisan politics 
the control of the caucuses." 


"What about the independent voter 


anfl his attitude In rxMtties?"

There IB one animal which lives en- 


tirely In tr«ci, but to «*!« to maintain 
lt§ position daring stumbtr without the 
least exercise of muscular force. This 
is th» sloth, common in the forests of 
tropical America. Its long daws are so 
bent that they hook orer the branches 
and allow the creature to hang npsld* 
down like an animated hammock. Cu- 
riously enough, the hammock appears 
to be a South American invention and 
is universally employed by all the In- 
dian tribes of the Amazon*. Perhaps 
the primitive human 4wellers in this 
region took to sleeping In hammocks 
after observing the habits of the sloth. 


The great tint eater, which is both a 


kinsman and fellow countryman of the 
sloth, has an enormous tail, which it 
uses in a very remarkable manner. I 
recently saw two of these strange ani- 
mals lying together asleep, and they 
had arranged their tails so cleverly 
that their whole bodies were hidden 
from view. -Moreover, it was evident 
that this caudal covering would afford 
excellent protection from tho weather, 
for tho central solid part of the tails 
acted as a kind of ridgo pole over the 
highest part of the sleepers' bodies, so 
that the long fringes of hair sloped 
downward on each aide like the thatch 
upon a roof. 


Like the sloths, many kinds of bats 


Bleep suspended by their hooked claws 
without any mufccular exertion what- 
ever. Some of the large fruit eating 


i bats of the tropics, which do not sleep 


j in holes like the species common In 
| southern latitudes, but which bang SUB- 


i pended to the branches of trees in the 


open air, adopt a position which it 
would be difficult to beat for economy 
and comfort Gould's fruit eating bat, 


i common in the warmer parts of Aus- 


tralia, suspends Itself upside down by 
one hind foot and wraps its body in the 
tentlike folds of Its wing membranes, 
which extend right down to the an- 
kles. Its shoulders, to which the mem- 
brane is attached, are humped up so as 
to act as eaves to shoot off the rain, 
and when asleep it draws its head un- 
der the'lr shelter an£ nestles its nose 
among the warm fur of its chest.

••rmon on National Opportunities and 


Obligation* by Rev. A. E, Wright 


The union Thanksgiving service was 


held in the Congregational church, the 
Congregational, Baptist, Methodist and 
Universalist churches meeting together, 
as is customary. The church was fair- 
ly well filled, especially so in vi«w of 
the weather, and the service was to« 
of interest. 


The sermon was preached by Rev. E. 


E. Wright, pastor of the Universalist 
church, ar.lj the pastors of the other 
churches took part Jit the opening ex- 
ercises. Rev. W. L. Tenney, pastor of 
the Congregational church, offered 
prayer, Rev. J. A. Hamilton, pastor of 
the Methodist church, read the gover- 
nor's^proclamation, and Rev. J. H. 
Spencer, pastor of the Baptist church, 
read the scripture lesson anfl led the 
responsive reading. 
The Congrega- 


tional choir rendered a special pro- 
gram of music. 


The offering that was taken was for 


the benefit of the North Adams hos- 
pital. 


Mr. Wright's sermon was on our na- 


tional causes for thanksgiving, and th-3 
use of the opportunities which these 
causes imply. He took as his text the 
words of the psalmist, "Make a joyful 
noise unto the Lord, all ye lands." His 
address was in substance as follows: 


There words were the proclamation 


of the Hebrev,- poet, expressing the joy 
of the Hebrew nation in the blessings 
which they had. They feU themselves 
rich inl special favors and blessings, 
and they rejoiced in that prosperity 
"and security. 


But that which was true of their time 


and their nation is pre-eminently true 
of this time and of this nation. If 
progress, wealth, education and civili- 
zation! are marks of divine favor, no 
other nation has so much cause for 
gratitude as the people of the United 
States. If the 12 tribes to which David 
sang, could rejoice in the words of the 
text, hcvw much m'ore may we, people 
of a nation whose greatness and se- 
curity and prosperity exceeds theirs sw 
wonderfully, also make a joyful noise 
unto the Lord. 


But nlitional blessings such as ours 


are but another name for opportunities 
He who is possesed of great wealth has 
the opportunity not 'only of supplying 
his own wants hut of supplying tn°e 
noeds of those near and dear to him 
atJd of aiding: institutions whose aim is 
the betterment of the public. He whose 
blessing is that of strength is enabled 
to use it for the welfare of his family 
and for the community in which he 
lives, instead of throwing it away in 
mere ffeats of muscular strength. He 
who is blessed with great knowledge is 
given opportunities in the way of en- 
lightening the human race and mould- 
ing the thought of men and women. He 
who is blessed with spiritual truth and 
divinte revelation, is given opportunities 
to inspire and uplift the associates 
-vith whom he comes in contact. 


Opportunities such as these are in- 


troductions to duties. It is the duty of 
thp man of wealth, the man of strength 
the man of knowledge and the maw 01, 
spiritual 
insight, each to use his 


.special gift for the improvement of the 
race and the advancement of the world, 
instead of selfishly and in ways that 
tend to ultimate harm. Men of op"por- 
tunlity have no moral right to neglect 
to use their gifts in any but the ways 
which make for the good of others. We 
are wisely formed in such a manner 
that any power with which we are en- 
dowed must be used in order to grow 
and accumulate. A faculty of power 
which is allowed to go into disuse will 
m time become useless. For "from him 
.»hall be taken even tret which he 
hath." Though we may be born) with 
different colors .educated to speak In 
different languages, 
and 
taught to 


worship different god», no power can 
sever the ties of common brotherhood, 
and we are irt duty bound to share our 
blessings to the extent of their amount 
and our ability to do so. 


\Vt; h.ivc Kf" k«.-n of our national bl«>?s 


Ings, our wealth, our ctviUmliun, our 


Inntltutlons. The same duties and ob- 
ligations which the Individual owe* to 
oclety from the possession of 
ad- 


•antages, a nation owes to the world 
vhlch ha* contributed to its national 
progress and greatness. As an Indi- 
vidual must recognize the 'obligations 
of common brotherhood, BO a nation 
must observe and serve a common sis- 
terhood. 


Through the blessings which we as 


a nation possess, we were given the 
opportuinty to lift the yoke W thrall- 
dom from the shoulders of an oppress- 
ed pe'ople who live on the Islanlds ofE 
our shores and in the far Paciflp. We 
lave improved these opportunities to. 
the extent that the monster who had 
his claws upon the vitals of their na- 
ti'onal, religious and social life, has 
loosed his hold and the victim begins 
to show signs of resuscitation! and ac- 
tivity. 


But we have only begun to improve 


our opportunities with these .children 
of ignorance and 
superstition. 
We 


may, 
in our blindness and selfishness, 


relieve their immediate necessities*, rob 
them of their self respect, their inde- 
pendence and the fruits of their labor, 
and make them national paupers. Or 
we may exercise our intelligence by 
giving them a truly representative form 
of government, work on the public 
roade, in mills and factories, and other 
improvements of which their country 
is In need, thus addinlg to their na- 
tional wealth and their individual man- 
hood and womanhood. 


We may send them carpet-baggers, 


Indian agents, co.onial dictators. 
Oi 


we may give them a government such 
a« our knowledge of political economy, 
our experience in our own country, and 
our observation of the successes and 
failures irj the governments of other 
nations which are tryipg to assist a 
weaker people in the development of 
their national life, will enable us to do. 


It is the opportunity and should be 


recognized as the obligations of the 
countries which 
er.ij'oy the greatest 


blessings to see that other countries 
are not permitted to remain in a semi- 
civilized or heathen state. Nations 
should not be allowed to hold back the 
progress of the world by remaining for 
centuries in anl ignorant and unprogres 
sive condition. We have,. I trust, learn- 
ed from our own experience with the 
Indians, that we cannot make a people 
paupers and then expect them to be- 
come' self-respectinig- and industrious 
citizens. 


It is very difficult to help the'illiter- 


ate and the poor, and the problem is 
multiplied many times when they do 
n'ot want to be helped. But we may 
gradually introduce our free institu- 
tions (Jf learning and compulsory edu- 
cation, our religious' toleration and the 
spirit of Christian brotherhood. 


These are a few of the opportunities 


which are our duties and our obliga- 
tions as a nation. And we have the 
ability, if we will use it, to exercise in- 
telligence, 
patience, 
and 
Christian 


spirit in the management and assist- 
ance of these islands', which becoming 
'our opportunity, have since become our 
obligation. 


And in the years to come, with an en- 


lightened and unfited people, with ad- 
vanced civilization, greater learning, 
peace prosperity 2nd plenty, with a 
spirit of Christian brotherhood, culture 
and co-operation, when the presidents 
and the governors of our great republic 
shall issue their Thanksgiving procla- 
mations', may they echo in song and 
sentiment throughout the United States 
of the continents of the \vorld with one 
mighty chorus, "Make a joyful noisa 
unto the Lord, all ye lands"
